MAN'S FACE TORN OFF, BUT 
‘SURGEONS SEW IT ON AGAIN 


Doctors Use Silver Thread to 
Restore Visage Which Was 


Lost for‘a Time. 


With silver threads, city hospital sur- 
geons have restored the face of James 
Hudson, which was torn when he was 
hurled against an automobile a few 
days ago. 

Hudson, driving his wagon at Broad- 
way and Meramec street, was thrown 
from the"seat by a car, aff€ was hurled 
head first against the back of the auto- 
mobile. The skin was torn fro e 
greater part of his face. It was hang- 
ing by only a few shreds when he ar- 
rived at the hospital. The case was 
one where grafting would be extremely 
difficult, and where the only hope 
seemed to lie in the restoration of the 
original skin. 

It was necessary to cut a small hole 
in the frontal bone, and through this 
hole a silver thread, holding the skin 
in place, was run through the nose and 
downward through the roof of the 
mouth. The healing process has pro- 
gressed favorably, and Dr. Walter R: 
Hewitt expects to see the patient’s 
visage properly restored. Hudson is 58 
years old, and was smooth shaven at 
the time of the accident.

Brothers Survive’ Transfusion 
Operation and It Is Believed 


Woman Will Recover. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 10.—After suf- 
fering with pellagra for two years, 
Mrs. M. E. Bush of Milledgeville, Ga.., 
may be restored to health as the 
result of her two brothers giving 
up their blood in the transfusion 
process which the attending physi- 
cians had decided was the last hope 
of saving her life. 

Robert J. Wiggins, professor. of 
English at -Wofford College, Spartan- 
burg, 8. C., went on the operating 
table at a local hospital where Mrs. 
Bush is a patient and gave up one 
pint of blood in the effort to save 
her life. Two days ago another 
brother, Rev. Stirling P. Wiggins. 
pastor of the Methodist Church of 
Milledgeville, made a similar sacri- 
fice, 

After the operation today the at- 
tending physicians announced that 
Mrs. Bush’s condition was very en- 
couraging. It was also announced 
that recent experiments with blood 
infusion made in Alabama had re- 
sulted in at least half a dozen cures 
in’ pellagra cases. 














Loss of Packages of Money 
_ Was Discovered at Little 
Rock, Arke 





Officials and detectives of the Pacific 
Express Co. in St. Louis Monday are 
sweating employes in an effort to solve 
the seemingly unexplainable mystery of 
how thres packages of money containing 
approximately $9000 disappeared while 
being shipped from St. Louis to Fort 
Worth, Tex. 

Messenger Sharpe, who had charge of 
the car in which the money was for- 
warded, has been questioned at the com- 


pany’s Union Station office. An offi- 
cial of the company who asked that his 
name be not used said Monday that 
Sharpe had made a statement and that 
the disappéarance of the money has not 
yet been accounted for. 

W. R. Buckmaster, St. Louis superin- 
tendent of the company, will say noth- 
ing beyond confirming the fact that the 


money was lost in transit and that an. 


investigation: is on. 
Combination Was a Secret. 

The three packages: were part of a 
shipment of money drawn from a 8t. 
Louis bank Thursday and shipped to a 
large Texas company to pay off its 
‘men. All of the packages were taken 
to Union Station under guard and were 
supposéd to have been placed in the 
‘through’. safe, the combination of 
which was not known to Sharpe, the 
messenger. 

The safe was locked by a foreman em- 
ployed for that purpose. This foreman 
was the only man in St. Louis who 
knew the combination. As an addition- 
al safeguard the combination in a secret 
cipher was wired to the division fore- 
man at Little Rock so that he might 
open the safe when the train reached 
that point and see whether the ship- 
ment was intact. 

Over the Iron Mountain to Little Rock 
Sharpe was the custodian of the safe, 
but presumably powerless to open it, as 
he was not supposed to know the com- 
bination. 

Messenger Getg a Receipt. 

At the Union Station office of the 
company the money was counted, sealed 
and receipted for as being the _ full 
amount named in the accompanying 
statement from the bank. Sharpe then 
put the money in a strong box and 
took it to the express car. He was ac- 
companied by the foreman. Sharpe 
handed the packages one at a time to 
the foreman, who, checked them off and 
put them in the safe. He then gave 
Sharpe a receipt showing that all the 
money was there, after which he locked 
and ssealed the safe. 

Officials of the company do not see 
how the safe could have been robbed 
in transit. When it reached Little Rock 
there was no sign that it had been tam- 
pered with. 

The Little Rock foreman opened the 
safe in Sharpe's presence and found the 
shipment three packages short. At a 
point 100 miles further on Sharpe wired 


‘a statement of the shortage - the St. 


Louis office. 
An All-Night Sermon, 

His explanation for the delay, offi- 
cials say, is that he hoped to find the 
missing packages in the car, thinking it 
possible that they had been misiaid. 

General Superintendent Gentsch and 
Assistant General Superintendent W. R. 
Daniels havé taken personal charge of 
the investigation. They have put com- 
pany detectives on the case and have 
been present when Sharpe-and other 
employes were questioned. 

Nearly all of Sunday night Sharpe was 


‘closeted with the officials and detec- 


tives. When he did not return to the 
office as directed Monday morning a 
messenger was sent to his house and 
returned with the information that 
Sharpe was not at home.

Chief of Detectives Ryan of East St. 
Louis entered the corridor of the cell- 
room of the East Side Police Station 
Monday morning to inspect the prison- 
ers arrested ag suspicious characters. 
Eighth in the line of 10 stood Thomas 
Stitt, 87 years old, a negro. 
an apparently new suit of clothes. 


As Ryan reached up to Stitt’s neck to 
inspect the maker’s mark on the suit, 
Stitt said defiantly: 

“I guess you think I 
clothes.” p 

He struck Ryan in the neck, knock- 
ing him down. In attempting to strike 
the Chief again Stitt scratched his *face 
as he slipped on the floor. Ryan arose 
and was again floored by a blow over 
the heart from the infuriated negro. The 
men then clinched.

They watched Brookins soar to a 
height of.

Every man available is fighting the 
fires, but because of the moss which 
covers the ground for a depth of 
from one to two feet, it seems almost 
impossible to do anything. -. 
Sweeping Toward Manitoba. 
Where the blaze is fanned by a 
breeze, all effort to checks it is fu- 
tile and it is only where it is creep- 
ing along the ground that any at- 
tempt is made to: head it off. To do 
this it is necessary to dig wide and 
deep trenches. Last night the fires 
were almost on the boundary of Mani- 
toba, burning over the Sprague Tim- 
ber Co. limits around Sprague, Man.

The burned district is to be put under 
martial law. There are three cases of 
typhoid among the refugees at Inter- 
national Falls.

The wom- 
en. have borne up through the terrible 
strain with wonderful fortitude, and all 
stories from the fire district are that 
the women, and not the men, were the 
heroes.

He said he would visit Pearson 
and try to persuade him to accept the 
city’s terms to regain his liberty. Pear- 
son has declared that he will not agree 
to give up -street preaching. 
‘Imprisonment does not interfere en- 
tirely with Pearson’s mission. In the 
evenings he is trying to convert the 
nine other men who occupy cell 42 with 
him. So far, he admits, he has met 
chiefly with ridicule, revilings and oaths} 
but he believes he is winning the men’s 
hearts and he says he hopes he will 
be kept there long euogh to convert 
gome of them. Eight of them are serv- 
ing terms for drunkenness and one for 
loitering. 

Pearson is 53 years old. He wagraised 
oh a farm ‘and is of robust physique. 
He says he doesn't find the work in the 
quarry too hard. On the contrary, he 
says he likes it and that the imprison- 
ment, the first he ever experienced, af- 
fords him an invaluable opportunity to 
study human nature and to understand 
the men he tries to reach in his sermons 
at Sixteenth and Market streets. 

Unable to Read or Write. 

Unable to read or write, Pearson’s 
knowledge of Scripture came through 
having the Bible read aloud to him by 
hig father. is converts he calls Pear- 
son aes Mine believes he is a second 
John Wesley, but he does not profess 
J to be a Methodist, although reared in 
that faith. 

The only thing that worries this philos- 
opher is his wife’s condition. He left 
her almost penniless in their room at 
2305A Olive street and she was in poor 
health. He has not heard from her and 
fears she is ill or in warit. 

“If it were not for worrying about 
her,"" Pearson told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday, “I would consider this 
experience worth a thousand dollars to 
me. I am not afraid of work. I like it. 
And I can get hére an insight into the 
character of the kind of men I want to 
reach that I could not get elsewhere. 

“T came last Thursday afternoon and 
worked in the garden Friday, but was 
transferred to the quarry Saturday. The 
food is coarse, but I’ve had to get along 
on worse in my day, because I don’t 


take collections for my street sermons, 


depending on gifts voluntarily offered 
to me, and I’ve been in pretty hard 
lines at various times. I have no com- 
plaints to make of my treatments, nor 
of anything else here. 


Wins Confidence by Favors, 
“I don’t preach to the men in my 


cell. I started by doing them favors 
whenever I could and then talked to 
them individually. 


“Saturday evening they asked me to 
talk about religion. I suspected that 
they just wanted to make fun of me, 
but that made no difference to me. I 
began talking and’ one of them sang an 
obscene song. They cursed and did 
other things to try .to make me angry. 
I did not lose my temper and I am glad 
I did not, because that might have 
spoiled my chance to save those men. 
Last evening the man who sang the vile 
song came to me and told me he was 
sorry. I'll save that man’s sou] yet. 

“It has.been said that I am opposed 
to ail organized religions. I am not. 
But I do think religion today is too com- 
mercial for its own good. Now I tell 
the whole truth to any mah and when 
I find any man is hopelessly bad, I cast 
him out, as the Scripture provides.’ 

Pearson is a South Carolinian. He 
says his father was a man of means, 
but that he lost all he had in the 
Civil War and moved to Martin Coun- 
ty, Ind., afterward. The children had 
to work and. Pearson got no educa- 
tion. Pearson is not ordained, but 
has been preaching at intervals for 
a2 years.

PORT ARTHUR, Tex., Oct. 10.—John 


W. Gates, the former Wall street oper-‘) 


ator who now makes Port Arthur his 
place of residence, has realized his am- 
bition to make this place one of the 
greatest deep-water ports in the world., 
He. has been -directly instrumental in 
bringing about an increase in the oll 
exportations through here until the 
port now ranks ‘at the top «* the iist in 
this class of ocean-going traffic. During 
the first nine months of the present 
ca'endar year the exportations through 
Port Arthur of crude and refined oils 
aggregated approximately 125,000,000 gal- 
lons, as compared with 106,903,463 gallons 
pumped into the hulls of waiting ships 
at this port in 1909. 

Oll pipe lines are now.in regubar oper- 
ation from all of the refineries in Beau- 
mont, Port Neches and Port Arthur to 
the leading racks at ship-side here.

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“The Follies of 1910’ are very brilliant 
and pleasing follies, according to the 
Ziegfeld exhibit at the Olympic last 
night. 

They are largely feminine, as all folly 
‘seems to have been since man first 
eschewed gravity for its lighter charm, 
and they do not take pains to drape 
themselves as completely and conven- 
tionally as might be, yet, happily, the 
visual effect is that of beauty unmarred 
by suggestiveness. 

When this effect. is obtained,’ permit- 
ting the spectators to contemplate grace- 
ful dancing and big, spectacular sroup- 
ings of pretty young women devoid of 
an obviously sensual appeal, the 
achievement is legitimate and may be 
accepted as well. worth while for en- 
tertainment’s sake.

Twelfth Annual Exhibition of 
American Royal Society Runs 


Next Week. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 10,—The 
twelfth annua! exhibition of the Ameri- 
can Royal Stock Show will begin next 
week in the permanent pavilion at the 
Stockyards here. This association is 


credited with having more to do with 
the passing of the scrub steers of the 
prairies than any one othér agency. 

The first year only Hereford stock 
was shown, but since then Shorthorns, 
Angus and Galloways have been added 
and the Western stock-raisers have been 
shown what quaftied cattle can do in 
the way of adding profits. Recently 
there have’ been horse, sheep, hog and 
poultry exhibits. The exhibitions are 
visited annually by thousands of men 
from the range country. 

Since these shows began the average 
price for range stock has advanced $1 
per hundred and the low-priced “can- 
ners,”’ as the-stock buyers call them, 
are offered in much less volume.

An account in this evening’s issue of your valu- 
able paper states that it may take weeks to fix 
biame far Tuesday’s disaster on the McKinley 
line. A morning paper states that the motorman 
ecnfesses having caused it. Whatever may be 
the extent of his guilt, he {s no guiltier than the 
State of Illinois or the respective counties in 
granting franchises for single track trolley lines. 
Nu matter what safeguards may be employed, 
single track railroads should not be permitted to 
be operated in -any part of the country where 
traffic is as extensive and frequent as ‘in Dlinois, 
Indiana, or in fact anywhere. They were well 
enough in the early days of railroading, when 
only two or a few trains a day would run over a 
road, but for an electric line, with trains or cars 
running hourly and oftener, and with no locomo- 
tive, tender and baggage cars to somewhat pro- 
tect the passengers in case of a cellision, they 
are in the same class with grade crossings, to say 
the least. 

It is surprising to me that a company as enter- 
prising and practical as the Illinois Traction Co. 
has shown itself in the manner in which it has 
built a bridge across the Mississippi and overcome 
other obstacles that were put in its way, shduld 
noc see and feel the advantages of a double track 
system. Would not a disaster like Tuesday’s, that 
is, what it will cost them, pay for a considerable 
stretch Of double track? And would it not be 
cheaper to operate double track, inasmuch as most 
of the boasted safeguard systems which does not 
safeguard when an employe commits an error or 
misunderstands a train order, would be unneces- 
sary. Why not use the money spent for safe- 
guard systems towards making a road double 
track? To be sure, there are enough accidents 
on double track roads, but they are not usually 


of such frightful consequences.

The matter with Missouri seems to 
be that growth in population outside 
the large cities is at a standstill. St. 
Louis and Kansas City together gained 
196,420 inhabitants between 1900 and 1910. 
fhe rest of the State lost nearly 10,000. 
Undoubtedly Missouri is now in much 
the same condition as Iowa. Its agri- 
cultural area is fertile and its farmers 
are prosperous. But land is high priced 
and no new settlers are attracted. On 
the contrary, population is being draft- 
ed to states further west where oppor- 
tunities seem to be greater. Us in Iowa, 
there are few manufacturing centers 
and the small towns are not growing 
because there is no diversification of in- 
dustry. That situation will doubtless 
continue until manufacturing becomes 
more general. The census returns of 
1910 have shown that in most of the 
faster growing states the greatest gains 
of the decade have been made in the 
smaller cities where manufacturing in- 
dustries are being built up.

CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—Sixteen National 
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HERE’S only one thing left for St. 
Louis fans to hope for, in- the 
matter ofthe Lajoie-Cobb scan- 

dal. It is that the official batting fig- 
ures, when they are given out by Secre- 
tary McRoy of the American League. 
will show that Cobb, not the Cleveland- 
ér, has won the batting championship. 
In only this way can the unsportsman- 
like episode of Sunday, at Sportsman's 
Park, be forgotten. 

The percentages which this morning 
give Lajoie the lead over Cobb, as a 
result of his eight safeties in eight 
times at bat, are purely unofficial; and 
never yet has the official failed to vary 
from private calculation. The two play- 
ers are so close in their records that 
there is a good chance Cobb aid yet 
be called the winner.
